10. Claims 77-86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The following reasons support this rejection. The 
definition of "cycloaliphatic ring or ring system" for the variable of Ar is an ambiguous 
and renders the claim vague and indefinite. It is generally accepted in the organic 
chemistry arts that the term of Ar is to represent aromatic or aryl moieties not 
cycloaliphatic ring structures.
